And this is the best 
division to begin with. Perhaps’ 
the best of all the novels to read 
first is: “The ‘Trumpet-Major.” 
It takes-the reader to the core of 
the « district which’ Mr. Hardy 
calls “Wessex,” and which em- 
braces ‘roughly the counties of 
Dorset, Devon, ‘Cornwall, Somer- 
set, Wiltshire and Hampshire. The 
heart ’ of this district is round 
Dorchester (or “Casterbridge,” as 
it is ‘called in the. novels), and 
“Budmouth;”- which. is. Wey- 
mouth; and in Weymouth and on 
the downs behind it the scene of 
“The Trumpet-Major” is laid. . It 
takes one to Mr. Hardy’s favour- 
ite period, which’ is that of the 
Napoleonic wars; and it tells of 
King George IiJ's_ soldiers en- 
camped on the downs; of a sweet 
girl who was loved by two bro- 
thers, one a gentle, sensitive sol- 
dier (Hardy has a great admira- 


old mill with gardens and \a 
atream, where the soldiers came 
to water their horses; ’ of quiet, 
sweet English life in the summer- 
time. It is a sad story, as are’ 
most of Hardy’s, but it is free 
from bitterness and full of golden 
English sunshine.
